NEW OUI.EANS. L;i.. January 10 — The mile 
handicap, for three-year-olds, with a $1..»00 purse 
given, enabled S. A. Clopton to score his first 
victory of the present meeting when Parader., 
going in vastly improved form over his Saturday s 
race, won from Fantoche. with Petrarch in third 
place. Restraining tactics was used on Parader 
this afternoon and it probably contributed to his 
success, for he held Fantoclie safe in the last 
<inarter sprint. There was little to choose in a 
belting way lie tween Fantoche, White Star, Parader 
and Petrarch, the quartette coming in for an usual 
amount of support. There was a bad mix-up oil the 
last turn in which Petrarch was a sufferer, for lie 
was knocked back from a contending position to 
last place. This was primarily due to faulty 
judgment of his rider. Another to suffer at this 
time was White Star, on which Wida had the 
mount. Parader was benefited from the mix-up 
and rushed into a long lead which Fantoche was 
unable to overcome, despite Lyke’s strenuous en- 
deavor. Petrarch might have beaten the leader 
had he had a clear course, for he came like a 
rocket in Hie stretch and overhauled White Star 
in the bust stride for third pljicc. 

An unusually large Monday throng witnessed the 
racing despite chilly weather. In the crowd were 
many newcomers to these parts and included visi- 
tors from New York, Montreal, Kentucky and 
Missouri. 

Hood sport was the order, despite ordinary and 
unwieldy fields starting in most of the dashes. 

The race for two-year-olds found Johnny Dundee, 
named after his owner, much the best and he 
scurried home a good margin in front of Ad- 
venture, with Teddy It. heading the others. Johnny 
Dundee was a pronounced favorite. 

.1. M. Hoode added another purse to his score 
with his Niobe, backed by his Kentucky connec- 
tions. but she just managed to outstay Hopover. 
The latter was best, but the diminutive McDer- 
mott was not equal to the asion. 

Midiau. one of the extreme outsiders, accounted 
for the third race after a spirited duel with Loys 
and Old Sinner, with those regarded with the most 
favor finishing far in the rear. 

The mile and seventy yards purse, serving as a 
secondary feature for the afternoon, brought about 
the near defeat of Captain Hersliler. regarded as 
the betting proposit iou of the afternoon. His 
margin was only a neck tiettor than Snapdragon IT., 
and but for the latter ltoing allowed to race loo 
far back for the first half he would have reversed 
the decision. 

A delegation from Lexington arriving this morn- 
ing included H. Sewell Coombs. John C. Hallaher. 
Francis Douglas. Frank Hudson. J. T. Looney and 
Oscar West. They will remain for some time. 

T. J. l’endergast. whose horses are being raced 
here iti charge of I.. Calm, was an arrival today 
from Kansas City, Mo., and will be here until the 
close of racing. 

Jockey Connelly was this morning granted a 
license to ride and will begin accepting mounts. 

Olin John has taken Murray and Neeiiah to Car- 
thage, Mo., where they will be turned out until 
Summer. 

After an extended skirmish between attorneys 
representing the Business Men's Racing Association 
and District Attorney Mart-. Judge Humphreys set 
the trial of the directors of the Business Men’s 
Racing Association for next Friday. The Business 
Men’s Racing Association attorneys asked for a 
two weeks’ delay to get dealy with their case, while 
District Attorney Marr was insistent that the trial 
be held this morning. 



It is plensing to note that the three great native families founded in this country by Australian. 
Bonnie Scotland and Eclipse respectively are flourishing through their virile male line descendants. 
Australian was in the ascendant in 192U. his great grandson Fair Play carrying off the honors vested in 
the leading sire of a year. He was not far away from the leadership in 191!) and in 19:10 his redoubtable 
sou Man o’ War. with some help from Mad Hatter and other efficient sons and daughters, swept him into 
the primacy with a total to his credit only once exceeded in American racing. This line of Melbourne, 
which comes down through West Australian. Australian. Spendthrift. Hastings, Fair Play to its present 
culminating glory in Man o’ War, has no place in European breeding, and is of extreme value as an ex- 
clusive American |tossession. McGee had the extensive family of sixty-one representatives in our racing 
in 1920 and their combined labor on the track gave him second place in the list of twenty leading sires, 
with Exterminator his best money winner. Broomstick, thrice the premier himself, finished an honorable 
third, with Dr. t'lark. Wildair. Nancy Lee. Leochares and Kuklux his winners of $in.noo or more. Broom- 
stick. Sweep and Whisk Broom 11. are Bonnie Scotland's three in the list of twenty. Sweep is fourth 
and the dead celebrity Star Shoot fifth in the list. Sweep’s liest winners being the crack two-year-old 
Leonardo II. and that tine racer The Porter. Star Shoot’s are Sir Barton. War Mask. Grey Lag and 
Audacious. He plays a lug part in our racing and breeding and his son I'ncle is carrying on nobly in 
maintaining his family in prosperous existence. Within a few years Sir Barton should be doing much in 
the same line. Ballot is next to Star Shoot in standing and worthily represents Voter in the stallion list. 
Transvaal and Peter Pan are eighth and ninth respectively. Transvaal’s best being Boniface and Pif Jr., 
while Peter Pan is done honor by the star two-year-olds Tr.vster and Prudery. Transvaal. Peter Pan. Celt, 
King James and Plaudit give Eclipse five descendants in the list of twenty lenders, a proportion attesting 
the strength of his line in our breeding and all coming through his grandson Himynr. The young English 
sire Wrack seems firmly established as a prepotent and successful progenitor of good race horses and in 
CuVeful, Blazes. Blue Wrack and lvnobbie had four excellent specimens of what may be expected from 
him. Careful is an exceedingly fast filly and a great, credit to him. Whisk Broom II. seems to lie 
following in the footsteps of his sire. Broomstick, and had two of the star three-year-olds of 1920 out in 
the Latonia Derby winner 1'pset and the speedy John P. Grier, the only horse which made Man o’ War 
stretch himself out in a race in the course of the year. Sea King owes his inclusion in the list to the 
victory of his son Paul Jones in the Kentucky Derby. 

Five sires in the twenty list of 1919 — Trap Rock, Ormoiulale. Dick Welles. Sir John Johnson and Von 
Troinp — fell out and their places were taken by Wrack. Holden Maxint. Whisk Broom II. . Marathon and 
Ivan the Terrible. Foreign-bred sires of the list are McGee. Star Shoot. Wrack. Peep o’Day. Sea King 
and Marathon, a gain of two over 1919. The twenty leaders of 1920 and the money won in the racing of 
the year by their progeny are here presented:

Hamburg and Sir Dixon rank fifth and sixth in 
the list of sires of dams of American thoroughbreds 
in the racing of 1920. 

Hamburg's daughters again do well, having bred 
the winners of almost $118,000. his best being May 
Florence, dam of the Kentucky Derby and Suburban 
winner Paul Jones. 

Thirty -four daughters of Six Dixon yielded win- 
ners in 1920 and these bred the winners of 137 
races. Quantity here, however, rather takes the 
place of quality.

A prize of over $1,000 is offered through the 
American Humane Association, with headquarters 
at 287 State Street. Albany, New York, for the 
most satisfactory horseshoe or device which will 
prevent horses front slipping on roadways and 
wherever in service. 

Frederick Johnson’s English filly Chacolet will 
not be raced at all. but has been sent to the Han- 
cock estalilshiment in Kentucky to be bred to 
Brown Prince, in which Mr. Johnson also owns an 
interest. Brown Prince cost 12,500 guineas in 
England and Cliacolet 1.500 guineas. 

Here is a new betting system used by an active 
English bettor. It is based on the moon’s condi- 
tion the night before a race. If it is clear lie 
backs the top weight: if misty, a middle weight: 
and if invisible, a horse at t lie bottom of the han- 
dicap. The bettor’s financial condition is not at- 
tached to t lie statement. 

At Hurst Park, one of the I/uidon courses, De- 
cember 22. old Platonic, a steeplechaser, won the 
Wolsely Handicap, his seventeenth victory in sixteen 
years of racing. He is one of the oldest horses 
which ever raced and a gelding by Snowflake — 
Golden Love. A trainer named E. G. Gobey lias had 
Platonic during his entire career. 

The King- Emperor's t up, one of the important 
races of the Indian year, was run for at Calcutta. 
December 21. and won for the second time by 
Roubaix, a six-year-old. by Minoru— Saint’s Ba> . 
with two other English horses. Seat well and Wil- 
liam the Beau, second and third. Roubaix cost 
$1,500 as a yearling anil won three English races 
before going to India.

RACING BILL IN STATE OF WASHINGTON 



SEATTLE. Wash., January 10. The legislature of 
Washington, which convened at Olympia today, will 
hi- asked to pass a bill to regulate horse racing in 
this state. The bill creates a hoard of supervisors, 
permits the use of pari-mutuel machines at fairs 
and limits racing to twenty-five days yearly at any- 
one track. If tlie measure passes racing will begin 
next June at Vancouver. Wash, (opposite Pm thin ill, 
followed by Spokane, Tacoma and Seattle. The bill 
is hacked by the business interests of the state and 
the fair associations. All stis-k in any track must 
be owned by residents of this stute.
